The exhibit provides a visual complement to the 2017 Louisiana Comprehensive Master Plan for a 

Sustainable Coast that was already provided to more than 340 public libraries in Louisiana and also 

available on the CPRA website. 

 

The exhibit was on display at the Goodwood Boulevard library branch in Baton Rouge throughout August, 

and will be traveling around the state in the coming months. The first scheduled tour stop is Oct. 1-22, 

2018 at the Julien Poydras Museum and Art Center in New Roads, La. The exhibit will then be on display 

Nov. 1-26, 2018, at the Terrebonne Parish Library Main Branch in Houma, La.
